SHORTAGE OF 
SUPPLIES 


FEDERATED EMPLOYERS’ 


FEARS 
a cane 


The prospect of increased unemployment in 
the months to come as a result of the 
threatened shortage of supplies to this 
country, was viewed with concern by the 
Council of Federated Employers, Ltd., accord- 
ing to the annual report presented to the 
general meeting of that organisation in Com- 
mercial Buildings, Dublin, yesterday. Em- 
ployers in many industries had expressed the 
fear that they would be unable to retain the 
services of their full staffs, and it would 
appear that unless conditions improved some 
industries and trading concerns would not be 
able to carry on. Tlie resultant unemploy- 
ment would present a formidable problem to 
the country at large, and the federation asked 
members to assist in every effort to overcome 
the difficulties. 

The situation was under examination by the 
Council, added the report, and every avenue 
for dealing with the situation would be ex- 
plored. Members were advised to give notice 
to the federation when there was any danger 
of the question of supplies affecting the 
employment of their staffs. 

Proposals ‘embracing all aspects of the pre- 
sent industria] legislation were submitted to 
the Government after consultation with other 
bodies concerned during the year. These pro- 
posals called for a revision of the existing 
system of legislation to preclude the 3 
tion of trade and industry by strikes and lock- 
outs, and advocated the setting up of Indus- 


“trial Courts. 


Evidence given on behalf of the Federation 
to the Commission on Vocational Organisa- 
tion, stressed the necessity of the utmost 
collaboration between employers in the matter 
of pooling information and advice and of 
keeping one another advised of what was 
happening in their particular sphere of in- 


dustry. 
THE MEMBERSHIP 


The report added that the membership of 
the Federation had greatly increased durin 
the past twelve months, and now cov 
more than.forty of the im nt employers’ 
organisations throughout Éire. This made 
the principal activities of the Federation— 
the centralisation of information and statistics 
concerning wages and conditions of employ- 
ment in the various industries—more produc- 
tive of efficient results for the benefit of all 
sections of employers. The rapid develo 
ment was in accord with the needs of t 
pee day, when all sections of industry

The reinforcement of Singapore last week 
was a sign that she is prepared to accept 
a challenge. 

Japanese diplomacy is eminently realistic. 
It makes mistakes—it made a very bad 
one, for example, when it encouraged tho 
invasion of China on the plea that. there 
would be no resistance, and another when 
it persuaded itself that the inhabitants of 
‘occupied’? China would rally to the 
banner of Mr. Wang Ching-wei, the 
puppet Premier—but it generally makes a 
fair calculation of the odds for and against 
any proposed venture. There is no doubt 
that German agents have been particularly 
active in Tokyo during recent months, and 
that the generals and admirals who con- 
stitute the Cabinet are more than half 
inclined to make a bold bid for supremacy 
over the whole of Eastern Asia. Japan, 
however, is not entirely totalitarian. 
There still are liberal politicians—though 
their wings have been clipped—and the 
people are not without a voice in the 
handling of their affairs. The ill success 
of the China incident’’—which was to 
have ended in the subjugation of China 
within two years—has disappointed and 
disillusionised the people, who have little 
stomach for further ventures that will 
mean even more severe privations than 
those which they have experienced already. 
Between German suasion and domestic 
reluctance the generals are in two minds. 
Their own inclination is to strike while 
4 great part of the British Navy is occu- 
pied in the Mediterranean and most of 
the remainder in the North Sea and the 
Atlantic; but, after the Chinese lesson, 
they hesitate to strike until there is a 
strong probability of success. Diplomacy 
can be a real help to them. If, for 
example, they can settle the dispute 
between French Indo-China and Thailand 
on terms which will give them the friend- 
ship of both States and a secure foothold 
in the Malayan peninsula, an invasion 
of Singapore will be simplified to a very 
considerable extent. At the best, however, 
any further aggression in the Far East is 
bound to confront them with formidable 
enemies. The combined forces of Great 
Britain and Australia are by no means 
negligible; Chiang Kai-shek assuredly will 
not respect the neutrality of French Indo- 
China and Siam if the Japanese disregard 
it, and he has many divisions ready for 
a southward thrust; finally, the United 
States cannot tolerate any extension of 
Japanese power, and almost certainly will 
resist it with all her strength. America 
is quite strong enough to handle the 
Japanese at sea—so long as the British 
Navy can be trusted to take charge of the 
Atlantic—and she is more than a match 
for them in the air. In all these circum- 
stances, will Japan dare to take the 
offensive; or will she be satisfied to main- 
tain an attitude of ‘‘ non-belligerency,”’ 
which will keep Great Britain and America 
guessing? Will the Axis Powers or 
the Japanese people have the final say? 
The answer may come via-the Japanese 
naval mission which has just arrived in 
Berlin.

That Concert Hall! 


In Dublin last night Dr. John Larchet 
treated the Friends of the Irish Academy 
of Letters to his personal reminiscences 
of the Irish literary movement. He spoke 
mainly on music in Dublin towards the 
latter end of the last century and at 
the beginning of the present one, and 
observed that the one great deficiency 
in the musical life of the city was 
its lack of a concert hall worthy 
of the name. “We musicians,” he 
said, are living in hopes that one of 
these days Dublin will awaken to the 
realisation of its humiliating position and 
once again be able to proclaim its equality 
with Cork and Belfast in possessing at, 
least one hall suitable for the performance 
of great music. He went on to speak of 
the good old days during the last century 
when Dublin had four large concert halls 
and at least six smaller ones. The largest 
of the concert halls, that of the Royal 
University, Earlsfort terrace, ranked with 
the Queen’s Hall in London, and con- 
tained a £4,000 organ. The rest of Dr. 
Larchet’s talk was concerned with his 
reminiscences of music in Dublin; but 
towards the end of his lecture he 
reverted to the subject of Dublin’s lack of 
proper concert halls, and, indeed, it is a 
point which cannot be over-stressed. The 
country, as he says, teems with talent 
Every year at the: numerous musical 
festivals which are held all over the 
country, one sees ample proof of Ireland’s 


enthusiasm and ability in the world of 


music. During recent years, owing to the 
‘encouragement given by the Department 
of Education, music has made excellent 
progress in the secondary schools 
throughout the twenty-six counties. The 
children from these secondary schools 
later will form the personnel of choirs, 
operatic societies, orchestras, and even 
audiences, and it is most important that 
they should be given every facility to 
continue their love of music and their 
talents for it even after they have ‘left 
school. This they cannot do without a 


suitable concert hall. Hardly a day passes 


without further evidence of Dublin’s 
interest in music; there is one festival of 
music, the Feis Atha Cliath, in progress 
in the city at the present time, and last 
Monday night Mr. Joseph McNally gave a 
song recital at the Hibernian Hotel, accom- 
panied by Dr. Vincent O’Brien. In all 
branches of music we have the talent; we 
have even a children’s symphony orchestra. 
In few branches of music, however, have 
we the facilities. Our operatic societies 
are quite at home in the Gaiety Theatre, 
but performers of most other types of 
music—and especially of instrumental 
music—have to make the best of whatever 
theatres or halls happen to be available. 
The whole country, as Dr. Larchet points 
out, looks to Dublin for guidance in the 
matter of music, and that guidance cannot 
be given until we have a concert hall here 
in the city of the same type as the Queen’s 
Hall in London.

“We musicians are living in the hope that 
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sumably not all by the same man—but, in 
view of the seriousness of any offence of 
the kind in these times, the penalty on 
the man who was caught seems light 
enough. The law forbidding the un- 
authorised felling of trees is treated with 
scant respect in many parts of the 
country. If not exactly honoured in the 
breach, there is no sense of dishonourable 
wrong-doing in the breaking of this law;

Ireland, which until com- 
paratively recent times was a land rich in 
timber, has lost virtually all these 
resources within the space of the last 
generation. Little or no effort was made 
for many years to control the felling of 
trees. They were there to serve whatever 
purpose the owner might ordain, and, with 
the arrival of the last Great War and 
highly-inflated prices for almost every 
variety of timber, the felling began with a 
vengeance. Whole forests were wiped out, 
and—herein lies the crime—no steps were 
taken at the time to replant them, 
Forestry in the twenty-six counties has 
received vigorous Government attention 
during the last decade or so, but to this

APAN can have no doubt whatever as to 
the attitude of Great Britain and the 
United States should she decide upon 
further aggressive action in the Far East, 
as both have made it abundantly clear 
that they will stand firm against any such 
development. Mr. Menzies, the Premier 
of Australia, also has spoken his mind on 
the situation, and will be supported by 
other Dominions. That the position is 
delicate cannot be denie’, but it is thought 
in the diplomatic world that Japan is now 
seeking a way to save its face, and that 
the firm s taken by the democratic 
countries will have a very pronounced 
effect on its Government. Mr. Churchill 
has shown that Britain has no designs 
whatever on Japan, but the action taken 
in the strengthening of Singapore indicates 
that Britain will not permit designs on 
her possessions in the Far East or any- 
where else. In the event of trouble India 
may play an important part, and it is 
interesting to note that the Indian Air 
Force is now four times its original size, 
and that this is only the first step in its 
expansion. 


The Tea Ration 


The International Tea Committee is to 
meet to-morrow to consider the export 
quota for the regulation year. starting 
on April 1. The present quota is per 
cent., compared with 95 per cent. and 924 
per cent. in the two previous regulations 
periods. There have been suggestions that 
there may be a small decrease for the 
current year, but this is not generally ex- 
pected, and there would be little surprise 
should there be an increase to 95 per cent. 
in view of the greater consumption and 
possible interruption of supplies. Stocks of 
tea in Britain have been reduced by bomb- 
ing and fires, and shipping difficulties 
necessitate careful conservation of stocks, 
while a publicity campaign in the United 
States for the popularisation of tea-drink- 
ing has created a new and large demand. 
In all the circumstances, it does not 
appear at all likely that the British tea 
ration will see an increase on the present 
two ounces per week 


Food Rationing Loopholes 


Gradually the food-rationing system in 
this country is being tightened up, and 
several little loopholes which have become 
apparent during the actual operation of 
the scheme are being closed. It has been 
found that people who registered with 
several different tradesmen, each one for 


particular food, such as bacon at one 
shop, sugar at another, and butter 
another, have been able to obtain i 
rationed foods such as sausages, eggs and 
cheese from more than one shop. Th 
was against the intention of the rationi " 
scheme, though there was nothing 4, 

revent it from being done, but th 
finistry of Food has now intimated thar 
this practice is not in accordance with the 
idea of the scheme, and it is proposed 8 
check it by bringing into use the amail 
coupons of the ration books, so that they 
can be marked for each purchase of i 
rationed foods at any of the shops.

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IRISHMAN'S DIARY 
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Professor Banting 


I am sorry to learn that Professor Sir 
Frederick Banting is among the passengers 
on board a Canadian military aircraft, 
which has been reported as missing on a 
flight somewhere in Canada. 

Sir Frederick is an Irish-Canadian—his 
ancestors emigrated from Leix in the last 
century—and, apart from his work as co- 
discoverer of insulin, he is an outstanding 
research worker. He was only forty-eight 
years of age, and served with the Canadian 
Forces during the last war. 

On his return to Canada he soon 
achieved fame for his work, and, in 1923, 
received the Nobel Prize jointly with 
Professor Macleod. Later he beeame Pro- 
fessor of Medical Research at the 
University of Toronto, and received his 
knighthood in 1934. 

Three years ago he announced the dis- 
covery of a new serum for resuscitating 
the apparently drowned, and in the same 
year was appointed to investigate medical 
research facilities in all parts of Canada. 


The Black-out Court 


Dublin is as yet unacquainted with the 
lighting restrictions which have given 
Belfast something unique in its legal 
annals— the black-out court.

ORIGIN AND SPREAD 


———é —- 


The present outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease, Dr Ryan stated, is the most serious 
and widespread which has occurred in this 
country in the present century. Outbreaks 
of the disease have been confirmed in Donegal, 
Lacighte, Ofaly, Kildare, Meath Dublin, and 
Dublin City, The outbreak in Donegal probab! 
resulted from contact with the earlier outbrea 
which occurred in Co, Derry, There would, 
howevet, appear to he no vonnection between 
the outbreaks in the North and that which 
occurred next at Ballacolla, in Laoighis, The 
origin of the disease in Laoighis and Offaly 
has not so far heen traced, nor is there any 
preciee data available at present which would 
lp to solve the problem, 

The outbreaks in Dublin, Meath and Kil- 
dare, as well as that which occurred amon 
cattle shipped to Birkenhead on the 8786, Kil: 
kenny, can, however, be definitely said to be 
due to contacts with the Offaly outbreak near 
Birr, where movement of stock had taken 
place hefore the disease was discovered, 


“PERSONAL CONTACTS" 


The extensions of the disease in the counties 
mentioned are due entirely to personal con: 
tucts—=that is, cattle owners-end de or 
ther servants entering infected yards or 
firma prior to the discovery of the outbreak, 
and then taking the infeetion to other farms 
visited subsequently. In some cases there 
was normal movement of stock out of the 
yards or farms before the discovery of ‘the 
disease. 

Persons who make any contact whatever 
with infeeted animals or premises are almost 
certain to carry the disease on their boots or 
clothes to any other stock or premises with 
which they come in contact subsequently, 


ISOLATION AND 
SLAUGHTER 


Whilst tracing the origin of the disease is 
very important and is receiving due attention, 
the most important thing of all is to stamp 
out the trouble before it spreads further and 
gets out of hand. Long expericnce in this 
und other countries has shown that there is 
only one satisfactory method of dealing with 
this disease, and that is to isolate infected 
premises and farms and to immediately 
slaughter all infected animals and stock in 
contact with them 

In countries where the disease is endemic, 
such as in some of the continental countries 
the adoption of this method is not feasible, 
because it woald, in effect, mean slaughter- 
ing practically al’ the ruminants and swine, 
hut in this country, where the outbreaks are 
only occasional and Jimited in scope, the 
slaughter policy ie undoubtedly the correct 
one and, indeed, the only one if our live 
stock industry is to be preserved. Although 
the disease is not fatal, it has secondary 
consequences which are often serious, 
especially among dairy cattle and breeding

Whatever the cost muy be, we must grapple 
with this outbreak in a prompt and thotouwh 
wianner, and clean it oF with the least pos- 
sible delay, It is probable that the outbreak 
has not vet reached its worst point, and that 
we will have many more outbreaks caused 
by extensions trom those which have already 
occurred, but there is no danger that the 
situation will get out of hand. The officers 
of the Veterinary Branch of the Department 
of Agriculture are working night and day on 
measures to prevent the spread of the disease 
and to deal promptly with outbreaks as soon 
as they are discovered. 

The Garda and Army authorities are giv 
ing unstinted and most valuable assistance to 
the Department, and with the complete co- 
ordination which exists the disease will be 
got under control in the shortest time pos- 
sible. There is every likelihood that many 
people will be N to grave inconveni- 
ence, und, indeed, it is 
some towns may have to go short of meat 
because of the great importance of prohibit- 
ing or men ., the movement of stock, 
but the public will have to be patient while 
the emergency lasts. 


CO-OPERATION NEEDED 


In stamping out the disease the co- 
operation of members of the public is also 
essential. Every person should avoid enter- 
ing any premises or lands where stock of any 
description is kept, and in particular they 
should keep entirely away from any farms 
or premises where the disease has been con- 
firmed, A certain number of the extensions 
of the outbreak have probably been caused 
through the morbid curiosity of people who 
visited infected premises before the Depart- 
ment took over control and unwittingly took 
the disease with them to other farms or 
premises. The most extreme caution on the 
part of all persons haying contact with stock 
or land is essential at the present time.

SUGGESTION OF DUKE 


OF WESTMINSTER 
— — 


While officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture refused yeste;day to comment on the 
suggestions of the Duke of Westminster that, 
animals suffering from foot-and-mouth disease 
should be treated and not slaughtered, it 
was learned that the attitude of the author!- 
ties here is that slaughter is the best an 
even the most economical way of getting rid 
of the disease. It was pointed out that isola- 
tion, as suggested by the Duke of West- 
minster, was virtually impossible, 

The disease was ao highly contagious that 
it would be impossible to isolate the animals 
to such an extent that the disease would not 
be carried to other animals, An animal 
suffering from the disease has blisters on the 
mouth and feet, and one drop of matter from 
one of these blisters was sufficient to infect 
three hundred head of cattle. Any person 
coming in contact with the animals would be 
infected, and the infection can be conveyed 
from one animal to another by birds, rabbits, 
rata, and even by the wind. 


DISEASE NOT FATAL 


It is agreed that the Duke is perfectly 
correct when he says that the disease can be 
treated, and treated successfully; for it is 
not by any means a fatal disease, except to 
young and weak animals, It must be con. 
sidered, however, that when the antmal has 
the blisters in its mouth it cannot take any 
food for a fortnight or three weeks, and at 
the end of that time it is only skin and bones, 
In the case of fat cattle this would mean 
a considerable loss to the owner, Milch cows 
will be unable to give milk, while pregnant 
cows will become abortive, 

Jt was estimated that if the authorities de- 
cided to allow the disease to spread it would 
reduce the value of the livestock in the 
country by about &3 per head of the entire 
cattle population, In those circumstances, 


would be better to sacrifice a few hundred 
or even some thousands of animals to get rid 
of the disease, 


SLAUGHTER POLICY 


It is held that the Duke of West 
minster is wrong in saying that the 


disease has not proved effective, 
English authorities had not adopted the policy 
of slaughter the disease would have spread 
ever the whole country, and, while it had 
not been possible to clear the disease out of 
England, it had been kept under control, and

the roads unsuitable for heavy traffic, and the 
Danube, though the ice is reported to have 
broken up in Hungary, is still very swollen, 
he Germans, it is thought in Sofia, would 
use a mythical British threat to Bulgaria as 
moral justification for a push through that 
country. Such a move is only considered un- 
likely in the event of the Italian troops meet- 
ing with successes in Albania without help, 
since Greek diplomatic circles in the Bal- 
kans maintain that Greece would certainly 
not yield to mere threats.

AIR REINFORCEMENTS 


_ The resumption of normal railway services 
in Rumania to-day is taken to indicate that 
German plans in that country are now com- 
plete. A number of Stuka dive-bombers 
are reported to have arrived from Austria, 
bringing the German air strength in Rumania 
to some 650 machines. These machines are 
of a type that would be used to support a 
ground offensive. 

An atmosphere of tense expectancy con- 
tinues to prevail in Sofia.

A ment was opened at Stormont yesterday 

by the Governor, the Duke of Abercorn, 
The Governor read the “King's Speech, 
which reviewed the military and economic 
position in the North, and stated :'— 

“It is a matter of satisfaction that the 
internal peace of Northern Ireland has been 
well maintained, and that the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary and the B Class Special Con- 
stabulary have been vigilant and successful in 
the maintenance of law and order. 

The Local Defence Volunteers have been 
pursuing their training under military direc- 
tion — guidance, and have reached a om 
of efficiency which reflects credit on all ranks 
of the force, and is viewed with satisfaction 
* the General Officer Commanding the 

roops in Northern Ierland. 

“I have heen impressed, he proceeded, 
“by the splendid response which has already 
been made by our farmers to the appeal by 
my Government for an increase in the area 
under the plough, so as to provide more food- 
stufis from our own soil. The coming year 
will make even greater calls upon our re- 
sources, but I am confident that our farmers 
will redouble their efforts to grow more food 
and also to increase the acreage under flax, 
in order to provide to the greatest extent 
ossible the raw material upon which our 
— industry depends. 


FLAX INDUSTRY 


Jam glad to learn that our textile trades 
are being utilised to a greater degree in 
supplying the needs of the Forces of the 
Crown and that they have thus been able, 
within the past few months, to provide 
additional employment for our workers, 
Notwithstanding the cessation of flax supplies 
from the Continent, it has been found pos- 
sible to arrange an allocation of flax yarns 
for the manufacture of linen for export trade, 
the maimtenance of which is of such vital 
importance to the national effort, It is 
gratifying to know that the total number 
of unemployed has fallen, during the past 
year, by fifteen thousand. : 

Mu Ministers have been able to conclude 
a satisfactory arrangement with departments 
of the Imperial Government under which 
flax processing factories will be erected in 
areas where the need is greatest, and I hope 
that the adoption of these modern methods 
will have a beneficial effect on our linen 
industry and make a substantial contribution 
to relieving unemployment ”’ 

The speech stated that a measure would 
be submitted t make the household means 
test for unemployment assistance and supple- 
mentary pensions more favourable to the 
claimants. Proposals would be submitted 
for the preservation of certain superannuation 
rights in the case of persons transferring to 
war employment and for the amendment of 
the Education (Emergency Provisions) Act 
so as to authorise the payment of a grant 
of the entire cost uf the protection of schools 
and training colleges against damage from 
air attack.

The hearing of the action of Frederick 
Olhausen Braemor Park, Rathgar, Dublin, 
against his aunt, Mrs. Florence Powderly, 
Merrion road, Dublin; her husband, Josepn 
Powderly; John McGrath, Howth rosd, 
Dublin; and F. Hafner and Sons, Ltd., 
South Great George’s street, Dublin, of 
which the three are directors, was con- 
tinued yesterday, and adjourned until to-day. 

Mr. Olhausen asked for a number of 
deciarations in regard to 500 shares in the 
firm of F. Hatn2: and Co., Ltd., which had 
been left to him by his uncle, Frederick F. 
Hafner, and the transfer of which, to him, 
ne said, the defendant directors refused 
to register. He alleged that the defendants 
were trying to prevent him from getting the 
benefit of the shares, and to compel him to 
sell at an undervalue portion of 1,499 shares 
in the company, to which he was entitled in 
remainder expectant. 

The defendants denied Mr. Olhausen’s 
allegations, and said that they were entitled 
to refuse to register the transfer of the shares 
under the powers contained in the articles of 
association of the 8

Continuing his opening statement, Mr.

Powderly told Mr. Olhausen that his uncle’s 
wish was that he was to be a director of 
the company from the Ist of the following 
month, and from January 1, 1938, Mr. 
Olhausen took on the duties of a director, 
although he had not been up to then 
appointed a director. 

Mr. Olhausen’s remuneration was, con- 
tinued Mr. Overend, to be EI, O00 a year. 
On April 9, 1938, Mrs. Powderly told him 
she had bad news for him; that she no 
longer required his services in the firm; that 
there was no reason foi dismissing him, but 
that she wanted to run the firm alone, and 
that after that it would be his. 

When Mr. Olhausen asked her about his 
500 shares she told him that he would get 
the dividend on them every half year, but 
what Mr. Olhausen wanted to know was 
about the shares themselves. 

When the return for estate duty on the 
late Mr. Hafner’s estate was sworn, the 
value of the company’s shares was assessed 
at £9 4s., but the Revenue were not pre- 
pared to accept that valuation, and put the 
valuation at £14 12s. 6d., which Mr. 
McGrath, who was co-executor with Mr. 
Olhausen, of Mr. Hafner’s will, agreed to 
accept. After the death of Mrs. Nellie 
Lewis, a sister of Mrs, Powderly, in 1986.

In 1924 Captain Curran was appointed 
officer in-charge of the ordnance store in the 
Magazine Fort, and found himself faced with 
a herculean task, which he discharged’ with 
considerable ability. He had found time to 
achieve some remarkable inventions in con- 
nection with Lewis guns and other things, 
and placed them at the disposal of the 
authorities without fee or reward. In 
November, 1930, he received a letter from the 
office of the O/C Islandbridge Barracks in- 
forming him that in future he would be 
responsible to that officer for the defence of 
the Fort. Subgequently another officer and 
another command informed Captain. Curran 
that he was responsible to his command for 
the Magazine Fort. Apparently some modus 
vivendi was reached, and apparently Island- 
bridge Barracks was to be one to which 
Captain Curran was to be responsible. 


NO CONTROL 


When he was told sometime in 1939 that 
he would be responsible to the Eastern Com- 
mand for the Fort's defence he pointed 
out the inadequacy of the materials at his 
disposal, and made certain suggestions 
Later. in 1939, counsel was instructed. 
Captain: Curran. was again appointed officer 
in charge of ordnance. Not only had he 
no control over the personnel of the defence. 
but he had no control over their equipment 
or dispositions, times of their arrival or 
departure, the type of guns they carried or 
anything else. * 

e protested on a couple of occasions that 
the number of troops sent to him “were not 
adequate for the purpose for which they 
were supposed to be in the Fort, and on the 
night = the raid the procedure which had 
lasted for nine years was carried out in every 
detail, with the one exception—that, instead 
of seasoned troops being sent there, as had 
been the practice, young and untrained 
soldiers. were sent.

PLAINTIFF’S EVIDENCE 


Captain Curraa was called, and stated that 
he never had had 2 to do with the 
military guard at the Fort, which reported 
daily from either Portobello Bar or 
Collins Barracks.
